"Haag-RB--Reuter--Queen Juliana and Prince Berniiard received Monday the 68-year- 
old self-appointed California expert of flying saucers in a private audience at Castle 
Soestdijk, near Utrecht. The visit has been criticised by the Holland Press. 

"Adamski, who is in Holland to report on his alleged meeting with inhabitants of 
Mars, has written a book titled THE FLYING SAUCERS HAVE LANDED. The American claims 
also that he has met inhabitants from Venus and has traveled to the moon. The audience 
lasted about an hour. 

"The attache to the Queen said later tijat the meeting was arranged so the Royal 
couple could meet Adamski and learn more about his point of view. Commenting on the 
criticism of the meeting in several of the papers the attache reminded them that it is 
only the Queen's private affair who she receives in an audience. 

"Amsterdam's leading Catholic newspaper said it 'has nothing against Adamski's 
audience if he was not considered as an astronomical philosopher, who has received 
wisdom from the inhabitants of tfers and Venus, whom nobody else has ever seen.'"

HEW BADAR SPOTS MAN CRAWLING TVJO MILES AWAY 

The army has developed a super-sensitive radar that can see and hear a soldier crawl¬ 
ing on the ground 2 miles away, or spot a tank or Jeep at ten miles. It says the gad¬ 
get is so refined it can tell the difference between a man and a woman at more than 
600 yards at night or in a fog. 

An announcement today said the two-mile range for spotting a crawling soldier was un¬ 
der average conditions. Under ideal conditions in a test made in the desert, the sur¬ 
veillance radar spotted a soldier walking at fifteen miles. Army technicians noted 
that men were usually taller than women and showed pronounced differences in walk.

Two yellow discG hovered over the horizon and streaked across the sky, leaving a flam¬ 
ing trail of red and pink vapor. Reports qf the sighting came from all over the Pon¬ 
tiac area. Witnesses "say they first appeared about 'Jx'iP P,M. and continued their 
'eerie performance with a purpose' for about 20 minutes. Wanda Bierl, U 05 Linda Vista 
Drive, tells about it: 

"We were sitting in the car at a drive-in waiting for the show to begin while 
our three children were at the playground up front. It wasn't quite dark yet and sud¬ 
denly. my husband told me to look at those things in the lower horizon.. We saw couples 
I. in, other cars watching too, and some got out to look. 

"There were two yellow discs in the sky, not, in the heavens, but; in, our atmos¬ 
phere, The two objects faced each other and for about 8 minutes stood perfectly still, 
except that when you looked at them very closely they looked like they were drifting 
with the wind and moving slightly. They moved sejarately and of their own accord.There 
wasn’t a cloud in the sky and I couldn’t find the moon. 

'■The next 3 minutes one moved higher and they stood there drifting in place. All 
of a sudden the lower one took off in a straight upward movement and became a very 
^ thin disc with a long, yellow tail, with a bit of red in it looking like a fire streak. 
•Then, 30 seconds later, the second one moved up and over and down in a perfect arc, 
leaving a yellow trail behind it. It disappeared completely while the first disc con¬ 
tinued to go straight up, then leveled off and began flying perfectly straight about 
3 minutes, trailing to the right with a stream of yellowish reddish vapor that faded 
to pink as it disappeared. As the first one faded the second came back into view> 
looking like it was coming straight at us, right under the other which reappeared.They 
both arched together, making a big U-turn and streaked away. The objects had very dis¬ 
tinct lines, except when they moved in a blurred flight. They were very distinct in 
movements, not like something fallen to earth. There was a human intelligence about 
the whole thing, or superhuman." 

Local observatories and police could give no explanation for last night's occur¬ 
rence . --(Thanks to Ruth & A1 Korinek of Detroit.

It kept getting bigger 
and bigger until it was about the size of a silver dollar. Then it seemed to flip over 
on its side and just faded away. We were too astonished to speak for a minute as it 
all happened so suddenly. The same thing happened as I was crossing Utah toward Salt 
Lake City. I am convinced it was a saucer but it didn't come close enough for identi¬ 
fication. 

On Saturday afternoon of the meeting someone handed a newspaper to the speaker. In 
2-inch letters, visible all over the room, he held up the Los Angeles Mirror News: 
MISTERY SKY OBJECT SIGHTED OVER PACIFIC. When we could rush and get papers we found 
a "veteran pilot for Pan American World Airways reported he and his co-pilot saw an 
object with a mysterious cluster of extremely bright lights flashing past his plane 
over the Pacific, 'faster than anything I've ever seen.' Wilson said the object seemed 
to be bearing down on his plane but turned abruptly and lights disappeared. He said 
'it made a believer of me.'"
